RHODODENDRONS 


A FEW  HINTS 
ON  PLANTING. 


SOIL. 

Rhododendrons  can  be  gro^vn  in  almost  any  soil  that 
does  not  contain  lime  in  appreciable  quantities.  In 
preparing  beds  or  borders  for  their  reception  the  ground  should 
be  thorough!}’  trenched  to  a depth  of  two  feet  or  more,  throwing 
out  any  sand,  gravel  or  clay  that  may  be  encountered,  and  replacing 
them  with  good  fibrous  loam  and  peat.  The  latter  is  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary, but  better  results  are  obtained  where  it  is  used,  suitable  proportions 
being  one-third  fibrous,  loam  one-third  peat,  and  one-third  ot  the 
natural  soil  with  a sprinkling  of  well-rotted  leaf  mould,  if  it  is  available. 
Close,  heavy  soils  are  also  benefited  'by  the  addition  of  some  sharp 
sand.  Fresh  stable  manure  should  be  avoided,  but  some  well-rotted 
stable  or  cow  manure,  or  the  two  combined,  should  be  added,  care 
being  taken  to  keep  it  well  away  from  the  roots  when  planting. 

A top  dressing  or  mulching  of  the  same  can  be  given  annually  or 
biennially  in  Hay  with  advantage. 

SITUATION. 

Rhododendrons  can  be  grown  in  practical!}’  any  situation,  the 
only  exceptions  being  those  spots  entirely  in  the  shade  of  big  trees, 
or  vSteep  banks  facing  south.  In  the  former  case  the  plants  are 
deprived  of  the  sunlight  essential  to  good  health,  while  in  the  latter 
they  suffer  from  drought  during  hot,  dry  weather.  A cool,  moist 
position  suits  them  best,  and,  provided  the  ground  is  w’ell  drained, 
they  will  flourish  in  comparatively  wet  spots.  Partial  shade  is  bene- 
ficial rather  than  otherwise,  if  it  can  be  obtained  without  planting 
too  near  the  roots  of  stronger-growing  subjects. 

PLANTING. 

This  can  be  done  at  any  time  from  October  to  May,  except  during  . 
severe  frost.  The  ground  should  not  be  too  wet,  and  the  plants  must 
be  thoroughly  trodden  in  when  planted  ; in  fact,  if  the  soil  has  been 
properly  prepared  for  them  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  tread  Rhodo- 
dendrons too  firmly.  They  should  be  planted  at  the  same  depth  as 
as  they  have  been  before,  or  a trifle  deeper,  the  ground-mark  on  the 
stem  being  a sufficient  guide  for  this.  If  the  roots  are  at  all  dry  they 
should  be  thoroughly  soaked  before  being  planted  by  standing 
them  in  water  for  a short  time. 

DISTANCES  TO  PLANT. 

For  general  purposes  a distance  of  one-and-a-half  times  the  height 
of  the 'plants  out  of  ground  is  a good  guide  when  planting  Rhodo- 
dendrons. Thus  plants  two  feet  in  height  should  be  three  feet  apart ; 
four  feet  high,  six  feet  apart,  and  so  on.

We  beg, 
however,  to  add  our  experience,  and  give  our  opinion  that  such  conclusions 
are  fallacious,  and  contend,  not  only  can  the3^  be  grown  without  the  advantage 
of  a rich  peat3"  soil,  but  that  materials  in  ever3^  wa^'  suitable  can  be  abundantly 
procured  on  most  estates  or  parishes  in  the  countr3^  Isolated  cases  of  failure 
we  know’  occur  after  every  care  has  been  expended  in  preparation  of  soil  for 
them.  In  the  absence  of  a good  turf3q  peaty  soil,  w^hich  we  freely  admit  is  the 
best,  take  the  top  spit  from  pasture  land  or  old  turves,  the  thickness  of  the  spit 
being  regulated  as  to  its  composition — the  more  turfy  and  fibrous  the  better  ; 
this  mixed  with  leaf  mould  and  well-decayed  manure  from  melon  frames,  well 
mixed,  but  not  chopped  too  fine,  is  a very  suitable  compost.  Many  districts 
are  admirabl3’  suited  to  their  growth,  more  particularly  those  of  a light  friable 
loam 

Do  not  fail  as  soon  as  the  Rhododendrons  are  out  of  bloom  (the  end  of 
June  at  latest)  to  have  them  reheved  of  aU  seed-pods  This  operation  is 
of  importance,  as  it  greatly  increases  their  growth,  and  they  flower  more 
profusely  in  consequence.
